Lip Tattoos and Night-Eyes: 
New York Uses Many Methods 


New York 
The ringer problem isn’t a live one in 
the sense that stimulation is. partly be- 
cause ringing was always so difficult that 
it was rare, and partly because the meth- 
ods of prevention have changed the odds 
a great deal in recent years. Paddie 
Barrie is a good deal like Robin Hood: 
they were both colorful characters. but 
they couldn't get away with it today. 
The method of horse identification 
which has got most public attention in 
the last few years is the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau’s method of 
lip-tattooing, which involves a letter to 
show the year of birth of each horse. and 
the last four numerals from its registra- 
tion certificate. As far as I can tell. a 
man would have to be pretty adept to 
monkey with the numbers. They’re out- 
lined with a double row of dots. and 
tampering would surely be evident. 


But the authorities in New York racing 
still have a good many reservations about 
the eficacy of tattooing, and they are put- 
ting their faith in their own system. This 
writer. being innocent and unsuspecting. 
asked Marshall Cassidy the other day 
how anyone would go about getting a 
ringer past the tattoo system. The answer 
was definite enough. and if anyone tries 
it 1 want 10 per cent for publishing the 
method. And a chance to bet. 


“Suppose a man wants to run a ring- 
er.” said Mr. Cassidy. “Remember that 
ringers are big money. and a man can 
afford to spend a lot of money to bring 
one off. Well, it would be no trick at all 
to buy four or five bay horses with a star 
and stripe. The woods are full of them, 
and their description on the registration 
certificates would read exactly the same. 
Photographs would distinguish them. but 
the certificate wouldn’t. 

“Naturally they will be of varving 
quality. Well. the owner can bring one 
of the slow ones up here. and have him 
tattooed X-9578 on his lip. All right, 
now he’s got a slow horse tattooed X-9578. 
and at his farm he’s got a fast horse which 
answers the same description. and isn’t 
tattooed at all. So then he ships the slow 
one back. after he’s established bad form, 
and tattooes the fast one X-9578. and 
ships him into new territory. 

“Well, inspection will show that the 
horse’s markings correspond with his regis- 
tration certificate, and so does the lip 
tattoo. What ordinary inspection will go 


any further? The number actually gives 
a false sense of security, and an inspec- 
tor tends to depend more and more on 
it. When it checks. he’s about through. 
So the owner runs his ringer in Chicago 
or Kentucky and picks up the marbles 
and goes. Anything wrong with that?” 

Nothing that couldn’t be straightened 
out. You or probably. would make 
quite a mess trying to tattoo a number 
on a horse’s upper lip. but expert help 
could be got if the stakes were high. The 
TRPB objects that its dve is a jealously- 
guarded secret and can’t be duplicated. 
But so is the atom bomb. Probably no- 
body is more careful with dyes than the 
U.S. mint. but its currency is successfully

duplicated now and then. The dye makes 
it harder. not at all impossible. 

If all foals were tattooed in the first 
year of their lives, before anybody could 
pick out the fast and slow ones. maybe 
the lip tattoo would be holeproof. But 
then. they aren’t. Furthermore the tat- 
tooing teams aren’t always scrupulously 
careful. Two horses. properly tattooed. 
were denied entry in New York this year 
because their markings didn’t correspond 
with their certificates, and 17 others were 
accepted provisionally. while their cer- 
tificates were changed. Obviously the 
team stuck the tattoo on without making 
sure that the markings on the horses fit 
the certificates. 

So New York intends to keep its own 


411 
system of identification. Here application 
is made to Dr. J. G. Catlett. of the Horse 
Identification Bureau. 

When a horse first comes to the New 
York tracks he is examined against his 
registration certificate. Then he’s photo- 
graphed, against a scale which shows his 
measurements. After that he’s examined 
for distinguishing characteristics which 
do not show on the certificates nor. very 
certainly, in the full-sized photograph. 

It was a surprise here to find that the 
most dependable identification comes 
from the chestnuts, or “night-eyes.” the 
horny callosities which appear on the in- 
side of the legs. The most casual obser- 
vation shows that these vary in size. shape. 
and position, but | wouldn't have thought 
the variation would be great. However. 
Dr. Catlett has a file of more than 25.000 
horses, and he hasn’t found a duplication 
yet. 

“We don’t base the identification on any 
one thing.” he said, “but if we had to 
take one. we'd take the chestnuts.” 

Also observed and noted are the cow- 
licks. or whorls of hair on the chest. 
stifles. forehead. and elsewhere. and the 
absence of these is noted just as carefully 
as their presence. Any scars. or the 
small white patches of hair which some- 
times result from minor injuries. are also 
recorded. 


So what it comes to is that to crack 
this system of identification it isn’t enough 


to get a horse that looks like another 
horse. He has to measure exactly the 


same against a screen. He has to have 
identical chestnuts on all four legs. If 
one has a cowlick on his stifle. spinning 
to the right. the other one has to. In 
fact the hair pattern of the entire animal 
has to be duplicated. I’m pretty sure 
this couldn’t happen, even with “identical” 
twins. 

Of course no system is any better than 
its application. A  somnolent paddock 
judge could upset the whole deal. But in 
practice. the judge goes down the line 
armed with photographs of each horse. in- 
cluding detail shots of the four chestnuts. 
together with a list of the personal 
identifying marks. and it really isn’t too 
much trouble to be dead sure. 

A few years ago—four, I think—a couple 
of 2-year-olds in the same ownership got 
mixed up. and each made his first start 
under the other’s name. Was the present 
identification system in then? 

“Well. it was in.” said Mr. Cassidy, 
“but it wasn’t developed as far as it is 
now.” 

“Also.” said Dr. Catlett. “the war was 
still on.

Jay Paley. a familiar ringsider at 
virtually all the yearling sales in recent 
years, announced the other day that he 
was retiring from the racing end of the 


sport. The announcement was made 
after his Jaclyn Stable horses had turned 
in a series of disappointing races. The 


news depressed those who like racing for 
sport’s sake and had come to know the 
broadcasting company executive. who has 
been well liked around the race tracks. 


But later Mr. Paley reconsidered his 
decision. and it now seems that he will 
stav in racing as an owner. though on a 
reduced scale. Here are the latest de- 
velopments: Paley’s partner in the Jaclyn 
Stable is his nephew, Dr. Leon Levy. of 
Philadelphia. Dr. Levy came to Los 
Angeles after Paley’s decision to retire 
had been announced. and they had a 
conference. The result is that Dr. Levy 
is taking ten of the horses, which will 
remain under the charge of Trainer Hurst 
Philpot. and will continue to race them 
as the Jaclyn Stable. Mr. Paley will 
retain some of the others. with a view to 
racing on a smaller scale. 


Dr. Levy’s stable will include Mulatto. 
Spotted Bull, Brown Moat, Arthurian, and 
Imperial Rock. which were immediately 
shipped to Arlington Park. and Victory 
Sign. Jitters. Delphy .and Pigreeny. which 
were to be shipped to Chicago on Tues- 
day. Pigreeny. which bowed in her last 
race. will be sent on to Lexington for 
breeding. Dr. Levy plans to race the 
Jaclyn Stable at Atlantic City later in the 
summer. 


Allen Drumheller has been retained by 


Paley as “Turf advisor.” and it seems

lywood Park-at-Santa Anita is over. they 
are planning to take in Del Mar. A daily 
dip in the ocean might add many races 
to Double Jay’s unsound underpinning. 
and they have no objection to some sun 
and surf themselves. 


“Chinaman” is just one of the pet 
names McCue has for the son of Bal- 
ladier out of Broomshot. by *Whisk 
Broom II. It seems that the only time 
Double Jay was ever vicious was one 
day when a Chinese laundry boy called 
at the barn. Double Jay grabbed him 
by the shoulder, lifted him off the ground 
and might have started an international 
crisis if McCue had not rushed to the 
rescue. 

Being grabbed by Double Jay must 
be ouite an appalling experience. The 
horse has the most powerful jaws this 
reporter has ever seen on a Thorough- 
bred. The jaw accents a typically mas- 
culine head. McCue can roll up his fist 
and hide it under and between Double 
Jay’s jaws. The horse is finely balanced 
all around, but those monstrous jaws 
catch your eye and you never really 


get around to appreciating the rest of 
him. 

From the day Double Jay ran his first 
race he has never been a_ completely 
sound horse. The races he has won, he 
won mainly on his undeniable class. In 
his Kentucky Derby. for example. Dou- 
ble Jav was a sore horse, far from top 
racing condition, and McCue pleaded that 
he be kept out of the field. At the time 
Double Jay was owned by a_partner- 
ship and the decision was to run him. 
regardless. McCue resigned before the 
Derby. but agreed to stay on the job 
long enough to saddle the horse for 
the race. 


When Tigani purchased sole owner- 
ship of Double Jay, McCue went back to 
training his pet. Last August it was 
necessary to let up on Double Jay again. 
He was fired, and shipped to Lexington 
for a long rest. In his two races at Holly- 
wood Park-at-Santa Anita he has been a 
tired horse in the stretch, but with a 
little more time he should go on with 
the best we have. 

Unless there is a change in plans, this 
will be the last season of racing for 
Double Jay. He is destined for the stud 


next year, and will stand at Arthur B. 


Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, at Paris. He 
strongly resembles his paternal grandsire. 
Black Toney. and even succeeded in 
breaking down Claiborne tradition 
that none of their mares had ever been 
bred to Balladier. or to one of his sons. 
Class sticks out all over Double Jay. 
though. and this reporter will agree 
with anyone who insists that the sleek. 
black fellow is the best harse at Holly- 
wood Park, if he remains sound. and 
that he cannot miss being a tremendous 
success as a sire.

24 
had been successful enough as 2-year-olds 
to be included in’ the Experimental 
Nine others above 107 pounds 
in the Peter Pan had not accomplished 
enough at two to be included in the Ex- 
perimental.

Had it happened a bit earlier 
it might have caused him to lose the race. 


OTHER ITEMS. The Peter Pan was 
preceded on the Belmont program by the 
colt division of the National Stallion 
Stakes. Victory went to Russell A. Fire- 
stone’s The Diver. which gave the young 
stallion Devil Diver his first stakes win. 
A few davs previously The Diver had giv- 
en the Greentree Farm stallion his first 
winner. 


Detroit's feature on June 4 was the 
Maple Leaf. a stakes for fillies and mares 
three vears old and upward. The Hava- 
home Stable’s Sweet Dream. which had 
won the Gazelle Stakes last year. was 
shipped in from New York and took the 
six-furlong event by a neck over A. R.

Fillies and mares are not used for these sports 
very much in the U. S., so Mrs. Clark consigned 
Sweet Dream to the Keeneland Fall Sales of 1946. 
The filly was bought by Janon Fisher, Jr.. the 
Marvland horseman, for $2,600. Four Lovely Night 
yearlings sold at auction in 1946 averaged $2,400. 
Mr. Fisher in turn soll the filly to Joseph Rabin- 
owitch’s Havahome Stable, which still owns her. 


Sweet Dream won her first start, at Saratoga on 
Augnst 19, 1948. She raced to be claimed for
